tured cattle. Thence the whole went forward 
fifteen miles, to Black Water Timber, in Jack- 
son county, ‘where, about II A. M., on the 
20th ult., the advanced guard were anddenly 
fired upon from ambuscade by a party of reb- 
els strongly posted In the timber. A sharp 
and determined fight took place, the number 
of the enemy being variously estimated at 
at from 800 to 500. For atime it was close 
work. Several balls passed through Major 
Bough's clothing, « button was cut from his 
overcoat, and his horse fell pierced by thirteon 


balls. As the result of the affair our boys 


were victorious, with but seven or eight 
wounded. Seventeen of the enemy were 


killed, and twenty-six taken prisoners, 


ed by the rebels, Major Hough went into 


camp and sent back to Sedalia for reinforce- 
ments. After tree days time there arrived 
five companies of Missouri and Iowa infantry, 
and a section of artillery. Meanwhile an epi- 
sode or two will do to tell.
